This  partner¬ 
ship  has  opened  doors  of  ministry  as  the  Venezuelans  have  discovered  needs  and  developed  projects 
for  which  they  have  requested  help  through  the  partnership.  Needs  discovered  include  agricultural 
projects  such  as  clean  water,  good  crop  methods,  etc.  Medical  teams  have  been  able  to  help  with 
some  of  the  health  problems  and  aid  in  the  area  of  nutrition.  The  Agricultural  Mission  Fellowship 
recently  sent  a  survey  team  to  Venezuela  composed  of  Aubrey  Cox  of  Brookhaven,  Ernest  Scruggs  of 
Sardis,  and  Dick  Stafford  of  Greenwood  to  help  in  determining  some  of  the  needs.  The  projects  listed 
below  came  about  as  a  result  of  this  survey. 

Water  Well  Projects 

There  is  a  need  for  clean  drinking  water  in  many  communities.  There  will  be  a  need  for  water  wells 
in  the  aeas  for  gardening  and  farming  projects.  Dialogue  is  going  on  now  between  Bill  Schultz  of  the 
Agri-Missions  Fellowship  and  David  Browder,  the  Mississippi/Venezuela  Projects  coordinator  in- 
Venezuela  regarding  this  project.  More  information  will  be  forthcoming  as  the  facts  develop. 

Garden  Projects 

The  survey  team  has  identified  twenty  areas  for  garden  plots.  Each  plot  consists  of  a  20'x40'  space.  It 
is  estimated  that  each  plot  will  need  twenty  packages  of  seed  plus  fertilizer.  Seed  packets  cost  $1 
each.  It  is  suggested  that  RAs,  GAs,  Challengers  and  Acteens  adopt  Garden  Plots  and  do  Walk-a- 
Thons  and  other  events  to  raise  funds  for  this  project. 

Construction  Projects 

In  Venezuela,  as  in  the  United  States,  many  cities  have  "street  children."  One  of  the  missionaries 
has  designed  a  pilot  project  consisting  of  a  frame  structure  where  hammocks  could  be  strung  so  that 
these  homeless  children  would  have  a  place  to  sleep  at  night.  This  could  provide  a  unique  opportu¬ 
nity  to  minister  to  these  youths.  The  goal  is  to  build  ten  of  these  structures  at  a  cost  of  $400  per  struc¬ 
ture.  Again,  a  great  project  for  Royal  Ambassador  Chapters  would  be  to  adopt  one  hut  for  which  to 
provide  funds. 

Animal  and  Fish  Projects 

National  Baptists  in  Venezuela  have  a  camp  with  several  acres  of  property  surrounding  it.  It  is  their 
goal  to  make  this  property  productive  for  the  benefit  of  the  camp  by  incorporating  the  following: 
•Goats  10  @$100  each 

•  Breeding  Heifers  10  @  $250  each 

•  Milk  Cows  10  @$500  each  " 

•  Fish  Projects  2  @  $2 50- each

Poplarville  saw  denomina¬ 
tional  and  racial  barriers  fall  on 
March  28  as  an  enthusiastic 
crowd  of  over  375  packed  into 
the  350-seat  sanctuary  of  First 
Church  for  the  town's  first 
annual  Community  Good 
Friday  Service. 

Despite  our  diversity  and 
doctrinal  differences,  we  can 
come  together  around  the 
Cross. 

Several  platform  speakers 
said,  "God  must  be  pleased 
tonight,"  as  Christians  from  fif¬ 
teen  churches  representing  six 
denominations  worshiped 
together  for  two  hours. 

Joe  Beck,  pastor  of  Triumph 
Missionary  Baptist  Church, 
introduced  the  seven  pastors 
who  brought  five-minute  mes¬ 
sages  on  each  of  the  seven  last 
words  of  Christ  from  the  Cross. 
The  crowd,  which  was  about 
one-third  black  and  two-thirds 
white,  frequently  chimed  in 
with  "amens"  and  enthusiasti¬ 
cally  applauded  every  part  of 
the  program. 

Tne  service  climaxed  with  a 
musical  drama  of  the  crucifix¬ 
ion  and  resurrection  by  cos¬ 
tumed  actors  from  Poplarville 
Assembly  of  God.

AMcan- Americans  see  missions  upswing 


NEW  ORLEANS  (BP)  — 
"Why  do  we  only  have  white 
missionaries  coming  to  do  mis¬ 
sions?"  Elliott  Nichols  heard 
Vincent,  a  young  man  from 
Rwanda,  ask  during  a  church  ser¬ 
vice  in  Baltimore  a  few  years  ago. 

"Are  there  no  black 
Christians?"  he  pleaded. 


The  Nicholses 
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The  emotional  impact  of 
Vincent's  testimony  has  changed 
the  course  of  Nichols'  life. 

Now  preparing  to  serve  as  a 
foreign  missionary  somewhere 
in  Africa  with  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  (FMB),  Nichols 
is  a  student  at  New  Orleans 
Seminary  (NOBTS). 

While  he  is  working  on  a 
master  of  divinity  degree,  his 
wife,  Patricia,  is  enrolled  in  the 
associate  of  Christian  education 
degree  program. 

According  to  David  Corne¬ 
lius,  director  of  African 
American  relations  for  the 
FMB,  the  Nicholses  are  part  of 
an  increasing  number  of 
African-American  *  Southern 
Baptists  responding  to  God's 
call  to  foreign  missions. 

Cornelius  was  on  the 
NOBTS  campus  in  April  to.  let 
African  American  students 
know  of  the  variety  of  mission 
service  opportunities  available. 

Before  working  in  his  cur¬ 
rent  administrative  position 
with  the  FMB,  Cornelius  served 
in  Nigeria  10  years  as  a  mis¬ 
sionary. 

In  1992  when  he  changed 
ministry  roles,  he  was  one  of  a 
total  of  three  African-American 
foreign  missionaries  serving 
with  the  FMB. 

The  number  now  stands  at 
eight,  and  Cornelius  added  he 
senses  a  growing  interest  in  for¬ 
eign  missions  among  African- 
Americans. 

Cornelius  now  regularly  vis¬ 
its  churches,  associations,  col¬ 
leges,  and  seminaries  across  the 
United  States  to  develop  an 
awareness  among  African 
Americans  of  foreign  mission 
opportunities,  as  well  as  to 


facilitate  the  foreign  mission 
appointment  process  for  indi¬ 
viduals  and  families  such  as  the 
Nicholses. 

"Shortly  after  I  felt  God  call¬ 
ing  me  tp  ministry,  (God)  began 
to  transform  my  heart  about 
serving  as  a  missionary,"  said 
Nichdls,  who  had  pursued  the 
"  Americah  dream"  of  prosperi¬ 
ty  all  his  life: ' 

As  a  subcontractor  for  .jnain- 
tenance  and  custodial  work  for 
14  years  in  Alaska,  he  and  his 
family  lived  comfortably  and 
prosperously. 

However,  while  attending 
New  Hope  Church,  a  mission- 
minded  congregation  in 
Anchorage,  Nicnols  said  God 
began  to  deal  with  him  about 
getting  personally  involved  in 
missions. 

His  wife  had  already 
responded  to  God's  call  to 
serve  in  full-time  Christian 
ministry  overseas,  he  said. 

"(Patricia)  was  a  big  part  of 
my  being  open  to  accept  the 
call  to  missions  myself," 
~NKRols  said,-  •— 

"l  thought  I  was  crazy,  but  I 
fdt  God  saying,  'Go  to  semi¬ 
nary,'"  Nichols  said  of  his  deci¬ 
sion  in  1988  to  move  his  family, 
which  at  the  time  included  two 
young  children,  so  he  could 
begin  preparing  himself  for 
ministry. 

He  first  went  to  Morgan 
State  University  in  Baltimore, 
where  he  completed  a  bache¬ 
lor's  degree  in  social  work  in 


1993.  While  living  in  Maryland 
he  met  Cornelius  at  an  FMB- 
sponsored  Missions  Fest. 

"God  brought  David 
Cornelius  into  my  path,"  said 
Nichols,  who  had  D««n  frustrat¬ 
ed  by  numerous  unfulfilled 
promises  of  other  ministers 
who  said  they  would  help 
Nichols  and  his  family  in  vari¬ 
ous  ways. 

"David  Cornelius  has  never 
let  me  down,"  said  Nichols, 
who  is  now  in  his  third  year  of 
study  at  New  Orleans  Seminary 
and  hopes  to  graduate  by  the 
end  of  1997.  'Tie  has  been  a 
great  source  of  encouragement 
to  me  and  my  family  and  has 
been  very  instrumental  in  help¬ 
ing  us  all  along  the  way." 

With  his  educational 
requirements  nearly  complete, 
Nichols  also  is  concentrating  on 
the  FMB's  ministry  require¬ 
ments. 

For  nearly  two  years,  he  has 
been  pastor  of  an  inner-city 
church  in  New  Orleans' 
Westbank  area,  "gaining  a 
much  better  perspective  of 
ministry  as  a  whole,  he  said. 

He  and  his  wife  hope  to  be 
serving  in  Africa  within  the 
next  two  years.  ' 

Because  of  his  children's 
ages  when  he  first  felt  called  to 
foreign  mission  service,  he 
deciaed  to  take  his  time  "and 
prepare  the  right  way,  not  rush 
it,"  Nichols  said. 

The  Nicholses'  son  and 
daughter,  now  20  and  17, 


couldn't  be  prouder  of  their 
parents. 

While  Tasha  and  Kenneth 
won't  be  moving  to  Africa  with 
their  mom  ana  dad,  Nichols 
hopes  his  children's  Christian 
development  has  been  strength¬ 
en  as  they  have  witnessed  the 
process  of  yielding  and  then 
preparing  for  ministry. 

They  will  never  forget 
Vincent,  though,  who  was 
killed  two  years  ago  in  the 
Rwandan  civil  war. 

As  he  sat  in  their  home  in 
1990,  Vincent  was  amazed  by  the 
amenities  of  their  house,  from  the 
table  and  chairs  to  pictures  on  the 
wall,  and  especially  by  the  auto¬ 
matic  dishwasher,  not  to  mention 
the  ice  cream  and  ice  cubes. 

"'You  guys  are  so  rich,' 
Vincent  told  my  family," 
Nichols  said  of  a  time  when 
they  had  been  feeling  low  from 
the  pinch  of  college  expenses 
and  remembering  the  days  of 
wealth  in  Alaska. 

"His  comments  put  our  life 
into  perspective  quickly  and 
have  kept  them  there',"  Nichols 
said. 

"Since  that  day  and  ever 
since  then,  on  a  scale  of  1  to  10,  _ 
I've  been  a  10  on  trying  to  do 
what  the  Lord  wanted  me  to  do 
to  prepare  Tor  ministry  and  not 
grumble  about  it. 

"1  want  to  be  wherever  the 
Lord  wants  me  to  be,"  Nichols 
said.  "And  I  know  that  if  the 
Lord  has  called  us,  he  is  going 
to  take  good  care  of  us." 
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
